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ORDINANCE NO. 2000 - 027 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 


COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE TRANSPORTATION 
ELEMENT (TO ESTABLISH A THREE YEAR GRACE PERIOD 
FROM TRAFFIC CONCURRENCY FOR PUBLIC FACILITIES 
AND SCHOOLS); INTRODUCTION AND ADMINISTRATION 
ELEMENT (TO ADD DEFINITIONS FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL AND 
PRIVATE SCHOOL); CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT ELEMENT (TO 
ADD REFERENCES TO TRAFFIC CONCURRENCY GRACE 
PERIODS); AND AMENDING ALL ELEMENTS AS NECESSARY; 
PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE 


WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance No. 89- 
17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 
Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted its 
public hearings on March 10, 17, 24, and April 14, 2000 to review the 
proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and 
made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 


the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on May 8, 2000 to 
review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, whereupon the 
Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal of proposed 
amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for review and 
comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on July 24, 2000 the 
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Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, ana 
Comments Report,” dated July 21, 2000 which was the Department's 
written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments containea 
in this ordinance; 

WHEREAS, on September 18, 2000 the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of the 
Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

Amendments to the text of the following Element of the 1989 
Comprehensive Plan are hereby adopted and attached to this Ordinance in 
Exhibit 1: 

A. Transportation Element, to establish a Three Year Grace 

Period from Traffic Concurrency for Public Facilities and Schools; 

B. Introduction and Administration Element, to add definitions 

for Public School and Private School; 

C.: Capital Improvement Element, to add references to Traffic 

Concurrency Grace Periods; and 

D. Amending all elements as necessary for internal consistency. 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 


Part III. Severability 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
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this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 
the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 
of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 
Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 
word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any other 
appropriate word. 


Part V. Effective Date

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 


Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
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accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever oc 
earlier. No development orders, development permits, or land uses 
dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 
become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the 
Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made 
effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective status, 
a copy of which resolutions shall be sent to the Department of

Objective 1.2 Level of Service Exceptions 


1; REVISED Policy 1.2-h: Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Comprehensive Plan, 
a local government may issue a development order or permit provided that:

Transportation facilities needed to serve new developmentare in place no more than 
three (3) years from the date of development order approval; and. 


The transportation facilities and services needed to serve the development are 
identified in the local government's Capital Improvement Element or the first three- 
years of the adopted Florida Department of Transportation's Work Program; and, 


The Capital Improvement Element includes the following information for each 
affected roadway: 


a) The estimated date of commencement of actual construction and the 
estimated date of project completion; and 


b) A provision that a plan amendment is required to eliminate, defer, or delay 
the programmed construction of the road which is needed to maintain the 
adopted level of service standard; and, 


The development is located within one of the following geographic areas: 


a) the residential exception area per Transportation Element Policy 1.2-a; 


db) the Glades communities, delineated as the areas in the Urban/Suburban 
Tier immediately east of Lake Okeechobee, and the areas with urban 
densities in the rural towns of Lake Harbor and Canal Point: 


c) the County’s Redevelopment and Revitalization Overlay: or 


The facilities are wholly owned and operated by State, local, and County entities, or 
public and private schools (as defined in the Introduction and Administration 
Element).

Comprehensive Plan Definitions 


NEW Private School - Individual, association, copartnership, or corporation, or 
department, division, or section of such organization, which designates itself as an 
educational center of facilities whose primary purpose itis to provide kindergarten 
elementary or secondary school grades, or vocational or technical education. 


NEW Public School - Facilities whose primary purpose is to provide kindergarten 
elementary or secondary school grades. or vocational or technical education, and 
which are operated under the control of the School Board of Palm Beach County.

OBJECTIVE 1.3 Capacity Management System

REVISED Policy 1.3-b: Coordination with government agencies providing public 
facilities within the County's jurisdiction will be considered as necessary. The County shall 
maintain as part of its Land Development Regulations a capacity management procedure 
for service providers other than the County that serve the unincorporated area. This 
procedure shall require documentation from the service providers that capacity is planned 
under the same criteria as Capital Improvement Policies 1.2-d and 1.2-e, in place concurrent 
with the impacts of the development and reserved for the development:, except as provided 


for in Transportation Policy 1.2-h.
